CONSTITUTIONAL BIMETALLISM. 

The leading silverites, Vest, Bland, Breck- 
inridge, etc., claim to have a knock-down 
argument in the plea that silver is recognized’ 
by the Constitution of the United States 
equally with gold. They claim that instru- 
ment recognizes both metals as material 
from which money shall be coined, and that 
in disctiminating against the unlimited coin- 


2 


age of silver while practically permitting that 


of gold we are violating the Constitution. 

But they have forgotten one vital fact which 
takes all the wind out of their sails and leaves 
them becalmed in a dead sea of mere words. 
Undoubtedly the Constitution is a bimetallic 
document, the intent of its framers being that 
gold and silver should circulate side by side as 
money, and on as nearly equal terms as pos- 
sible, but it nowhere states what shall be the 
ratio of weights in the gold and silver dollars, 
nor that the ratio existing at any time may not 
be changed. Foranything provided in the Con- 
stitution the silver dollar may be required to 
be twenty-five times the weight of the gold 
dollar, instead of sixteen. 

That matter was left entirely to legisiation. 
The ratio has been defined more than once by 
our lawmakers, and each time strictly by ref- 
erence to the current relative values of the 


| two metals in the markets of the world. The 


smallest annual ratio of the last dozen years 
was 18 ounces of silver to 1 of gold, 
the highest (that of 1889) was 22, and 
the average of the twelve years was 19.60. 
Applying this te the 25.8 grains of standard 
gold in the dollar, the equivalent weight of the 
silver dollar should be 4 trifle over 505 grains 
of standard metal, each of the coins contain- 
ing one-tenth part of alloy. If the gold dollar 
contains 23.22 grains of pure gold the 
silver dollar should contain 455 grains 
of pure silver, instead of NIX grains, 
in order to make the two of an equal value. 
If the advocates of unlimited coinage for sil- 
ver were willing to increase the weight of the 
silver dollar up to the equivalence with gold 
which has been éstablished by the markets of 
the world for twelve years past there would bé 
neither difficulty nor danger in authorizing 
the coinage of as much of both metals as the 
owners of the bullion might wish to present 
at the mint for conversion into coin. Both 


would then be good mohey under the meaning 


as well as the expressed terms of the Constitu- 
tion. 

But this is precisely what the advocates of 
unlimited coinage do not want. They are in- 
voking the Constitution to give them a pretext 
for perpetrating a fraud on the people. Bland 
arranges his vest smoothly and Vest puts on 
a bland smile in trying to hoodwink the Amer 
idan people into the adoption of a three-quar- 
ter dollar and calling it a whole one. Only 
one of the lot—Berry of Arkansas—has been 
eandid enough to acknowledge the dishon- 
est motive, and perhaps he blabbed out un- 
thinkingly on the floor of the Senate the truth 
that he wanted a cheap stumptail dollar that 
can be used by the impecunious debtors of the 
country for the purpose of defrauding their 
creditors. If they were honest in wishing for 
a bimetallic currency under the terms of the 
Constitution, and one that could be maintained 
in common commercial estimation and usage 
with the rest of the civilized world, they would 
be not only willing but anxious to put a dol- 
lar’s worth of silver into the silver dollar. 
They would then be able to invite, with some 
prospect of acquiescence, the Governments of 
England, Germany, and France to negotiate 
for a return to bimetallism on a basis fair to 
all parties and therefore likely to be perpet- 
uated as well as accepted. But they can no 
more hope to get those Governments or the 
peoples under them to agree to rate 371 
grains of silver as the equivalent of 455 grains 
than they couldto palm off three pecks instead 
of a bushel and collect the larger price on the 
least measurement for the whole surplus of 
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Tron regarding the decisions of the Su- 


tended to. Thesentence should read that it 
was the duty of Congress to provide for re- 
deeming them at the earliest practicable mo- 
ment.“ That was the position which this pa- 
per held from the beginning—that whenever 
it became possible for the Government to re- 
deem its notes in coin it should proclaim its 
readiness to do so, and let the holder of a note 
get the gold or silver for it if he chose, Tus 
Trtsuns was not in favor of the “ retire- 
ment” of the greenbacks, and consequently 
supported the act of 1878 which provided for 
the reissue of the notes retired while Mr. Mc- 
Culloch was Secretary of the Treasury. 

It will not be amiss to state here briefly the 
course of the Supreme Court in dealing with 
the legal-tender question. The first case which 
came before that body was one as to the 
right of Congress to make Upited States notes 
a legal tender for the payment of debts con- 
tracted prior to the passage of the laws au- 
thorizing their issue. In 1869 the court de- 
cided that Congress had not the power. Of the 
eight Justices, Chase, Clifford, Grier, Neison, 
and Field held against the power and Swayne, 
Miller, and Davis in favor of the power. 
While the decision did not say so, the reason- 
ing of the majority Judges indicated that if the 
point came before them they would hold that 
Congress had no power to make United States 
notes legal tenders for future debts. 

Justice Grier resigned and Congress added 
one to the number of Judges. Another suit 
involving the power of Congress to issue legal 
tenders in time of war was argued, and the 
previous decision of the court was reversed; 
Chase, Nelson, Clifford, and Field being in the 
minority and Swayne, Miller, Dayis, Bradley, 
and Strong in the affirmative. It was deter- 
mined, therefore, that s a war measure Con- 
gress could make United States notes a legal 
tender (when not redeemable on demand of 
the holder) for all Classes of debts. This de- 
cision was rendered in 1872. 

But this left undetermined the question as 
to whether Cungress could do the same in time 
of peace. Therefore, at the suggestion of 
Gen. Butler, a test dase was made up, wherein 
e to pay 
his creditor in legal tenders issued during the 
war, and reissued under the act of May 31, 
1879, but that thecreditor had refused to re- 
ceive them in satisfaction of his claim. March 
3, 1884, the court, in an opinion written by 
Justice Gray and meeting with the approval 
of all his associates except Justice Field, sus- 
tained the constitutionality of the act of 1878, 
and held that Congress had the power to make 


the Treasury notes of the United States a le- 


gal tender (irredeemable on demand) in pay- 
ment of private debts in tine of peace, as 
well as in time of war, 

The court says in its opinion: 

The question whether at any particular time, in 
war or in peace, the exigency is such, by reason 
of unusual and pressing demands on the resources 
of the Government, or the inadequacy of the sup- 


ply of gold and silver coin to furnish the cur- 


rency needed for the uses of the Government and 
of the people, that it is, as a matter of fact, wise 
and expedient to resort to this means, is a polit- 
ical question to be determined by Congress when 
the question of exigency arises, and not a judicial 
8 be afterward passed upon by the 
co 

There remains the great and important ques- 
tion yet to decide whether the Supreme Court 
will go to the extreme length of holding that 
irredeemable Treasury notes—i. e.: fiat—can 
be issued constitutionally to “supply the 
people, in the opinion of Congress, the 
currency they need in time of peace and be 
made a legal tender in payment of old coin 
debts. If the court so decidesit will be equiv- 
alent to conferring on Congress the power to 
authorize debtors to repudiate so much of 
their debts as will equal the debasement of 
the currency below the coin standard by Con- 
gress. Whenever Congress, by authority of 
the Supreme Court, proceeds to navigate that 
% Dead Sea credit will cease to be extended 
to anybody in the United States, except on

The wisdom of the farmers and other work-

the tariff to be the source of those evils. He 
even Hints that this is a healthy indication in 
the direction of free trade, since “ the first 
condition of reform is the feeling that reform 
is needed.” He intimates a belief that “ Mr. 
Blaine regards reciprocity not. as a palliative 
of protection but knows it to be destructive 
of protection, which the country has outgrown, 
its industries being so many and various that 
none of them can be fostered by special 
privileges without inflicting injury greater 
than the benefit conferred.” — 


All this shows the Times has failed to grasp {| 


the idea which forms the basis of the move- 
ment for reciprocity with Pan-America, in- 
cluding Canada. Yet it is so simple as to be 
almost equally plain as the axioms of Euclid. 
Reciprocity means exactly the same as trade 
between the city and the farm, each giving its 
surplus in return for things which it wants 
but does not produce. The farmer cannct 
make agricuitural implements and machinery, 
clothing, carpets, boots and shoes, harness for 
his horses, nails and boards for his fences, or 
books for the education of his children. On 
the other hand the city wants for the sus- 
tenance of its residents grain, live stock, 
dairy products, and vegetables, but cannot 
produce them -except in small quantity nere 
and there as in a hog-pen or a garden patch. 
But it makes a surplus of the above-mentioned 
things which are necessary to the comfort and 
well-being of the farmer. Each sells to the 
other its surplus of non-competitive produc- 
tion, and each is benefited by the ex- 


change. : 

That kind of reciprocity is just what is 
proposed for the new commercial relations 
between the United States and the Pan-Amer- 
ican countries, We want their sugar, coffee, 
rubber, hides, coarse wools, dye woods, trop- 
ical fruits, etc., and wish henceforth to obtain 
them in exchange for goods which those 
countries need but do not make, instead of 
sending them our money to be spent by them 
in Europe. 

Reciprocity with Europe in manufactures 
would mean to us the same thing as attempts 
at trade between farmers, buying and sell- 
ing between manufacturers of the same kind 
of machinery, or commerce in like arti- 


ales between two rival cities, In such | 


a case. each would want to sell what the other 
has already a surplus of, and the game would 
not be worth the powder required for shooting 
it down. It would be just that case with free 
trade between Europe and the Umted States, 
but with this disastrous accompaniment to 
ourselves that the nations of that continent 
would be prepared to do all the selling, and we 
should have to do all the buying, because their 
vastly lower wage-scale enables them to pro- 
duce the goods more cheaply than we could 
hope to do in open competition with them, un- 
less we crushed down wages to their standard. 

The subsidizingof steamers between ports of 
the United States and those in the other coun- 
tries of Pan-America, to foster and carry our 
reciprocity of trade, would be but a parallel 
process to that employed by the city man in 
carrying on his interchange of producta with 
the country. He hires or owns wagons for the 
removal of goods, and employs the railroad 
company to perform the required transporta- 
tion back and forth between himself 
and the farmer. He works the banking 
machinery which furnishes the capital em- 
ployed in making the exchange, and in fact 
may be said to control and perform all the 


transportation between himself and the coun- {| 


try merchant, if he does not deal with the ulti- 
mate consumer at each end of the line, It is
